Senior co-captain Jeanne 
Zadrozny now owns the pool record for 
the 50 freestyle while Michelle Richard, 
also named a NEWISDA swimmer of the 
week, rebroke her own records in the 
1000 and 1650 freestyle. These three 
swimmers, along with freshman Kristine 
Jacobs, combined to break the 400 and 
800 freestyle relay records. At the New 


England Division | and Il Championships, 
Zadrozny became the second swimmer in 
St. Michael’s history to score individually, 
placing I3th in the 50 freestyle, tying for 
the highest placing ever. Zadrozny won 
the team’s high point award and was 
named MVP while Jacobs was given the 
coach’s award. 


The team will be losing Foley, Zadrozny, 
and senior Jennifer Bianchi to gradua- 
tion, but the talent of the underclassmen 
looks as if it will bring them another win- 
ning season.

2. filling critical ‘‘real’” needs with direct service

or running an After School program for needy kids 
in the Burlington area) 

3. fostering relationships (between SMC students, 
faculty, staff and members of the Chittenden 
County Community and communities throughout 
North and South America) that will help to eradi- 
cate the often misleading and abstract categories 
associated with social problems like “illiteracy”, 
“homelessness,” “at-risk youth’, and ‘‘victims of 
domestic violence.’’

Long Island, NYC, Hartford, CT; and Washington, 
D.C. Whatever you are interested in, kids, adoles- 
cents, seniors, homeless people, education, athletics, 
we encourage you to get involved with the hundreds 
of other givers at SMC!
